Through the politeness of Mr. Hutchin- 
soJ, «'lerk of the steamer Yellowstone, we 
were furnished the following particulars of 
the murder of ten men by the Indians on 
the Upper Missouri: 

"The Yellowstone left St. Louis on the 
20th of March, and arrived at Sioux City on 
the : :-:. On the Huh of May landed at 
Union and put off troops. May 28th, land- 
ed at the mouth of the 'Marine,' or town of 
'Opbir.' At tins plat* heard the account of 
the murder of the whites l»y a party of 
Blood Indians. The North Pegans, South 
Pegans aud Bloods constitute the Blackleet 
nations. The Bloods, the smallest tribe, 
number about :>50 warriors. The difficulty 
originated with the Bloods last wiuter by 
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<;en. Butler on Southern Recognition. 

The following letter from General Butler 
was received at the Faneuil 11 ail meeting in 
Boston < n Wednesday: 

"Lowkll, Mass., June 20, 1&G5. — My dear 
sir: When I received your invitation to 
at Faneuil Hall I fully hoped to be 
it, but an imperative busiiiessenirage- 
ment for that day detains me. This would 
l*e a source of more regret if I had not re- 
cently publicly expressed my opinions 
upon the subject of reconstruction before 
the Union League at New York and at the 
monumental dedication at Lowell on the 
17th instant. 

"I see nothing to change in the views 
there expressed, although much might be 
added. The fault or misfortune of the pres- 
ent action seems to be that we are going 100 
fast. The materials are too discordant; 
the sprouting of all social and political re- 
lations at the South too violent, too thorough 
and too recent, to leave a firm foundation 
on which to reconstruct the framework of

had stolen horses. On Monday, May 23, a 
party of live Bloods were at Fort Benton, 
South Pegan camp, when a white man re- 
cognized oue or more ol them as parties 
who had stolen horses from him the past 
winter. 

At night the camp was surrounded, three 
killed aud one wounded, the other escaped. 
This is one version. The other is, that the 
whites were in a drunken frolic, they at- 
tacked the Indians, killing some of them 
and throwing tueir bodies into the river. The 
last is probably true. One of tne men, who 
must have been an eye witness or partici- 
pant * asked Mr. Hutchison if he had seen 
any bodies floating in the river, and at the 
same time referred to a comrade, saving, 
"we sent them below, didn't we?" 

The Indian that escaped is supposed to 
have fallen in with a band < f 1*0 warriors, 
known to lie between Sun River and Fort 
Benton. On the afternoon of the 25th of 
May. a party of ten men left the mouth of 
the Marias, crossing the country, not more 
than'three miles, for the purpose of rafting 
logs down to build a warehouse, the timber 
having been cut some time previous; eight 
of them letl camp at half past 2 P. M., with 
a wagon and thre:- yoke of oxen; an hour 
alter two more left on horseback to join 
ibem. Between four aud live o'clock sharp 
firing was heard; volleys were tired in 
quick succession lor lifteen minutes— then 
all was <juiet. Those remaining atophir 
could hear the attaca, aud prepared to go 
out, when a hunter, returning to camp, re- 
ported having seen from the hill a large 
party of Indians fighting with the whites. 
Three scouts left the camp, and after pro- 
ceeding about two and a half miles, found 
the body of one N. W. Burroughs. Deem- 
ing it unsafe to proceed any farther that 
evening they returned to camp. <>u the 
morning of the 2<>th a party ot men started 
with a wagon to find the dead bodies of the 
others and bring them in. The bodies were 
all found, brought to camp and buried in 
oue grave, side by side, with a stake piaeed 
at the head ol each, with the name. N. W. 



•el, aided by time, should leave opportuni- 
ty for the troubled social elements to settle 
and adjust themselves to each other before 
we attempt to rebuild. 

"Sttong hates and misconceptions of po- 
litical rights taught to a people through 
more than a generation, finally to lie deep- 
ly dyed in rivers of blood, cannot on the 
in>taiu be changed into love and loyalty by 
the turn of a resolution or by the paragraph 
of an edict. Time, umple, must be given 
for the soothing and cementing effects of 
good sense, selt-interes and dormant pa- 
triotism, awakening to a sense of duty to 
society and loyalty to the country— to do 
their work. 

"If I were present, therefore, I could only 
advise that the government should be per- 
suaded to inake -haste slowly' in the pro- 
cess ot reconstruction. The building will 
tie all the firmer for the delay. Meanwhile, 
the military power can assure the people of 
the South tranquil quiet until they have 
calmed themselves into a frame of mind 
disposed and fltted to self-government. 
The late elections in Virginia teach this 
lesson. Above all would I ask that no 
d«M of true loyal Union men should put 
tneiws.-lves hastily in opposition to the Ad- 
ministration upon these questions how- 
ever strong may be their personal convic- 
tions. 

"I most firmly believe that President 
Johnson will do in this matter what is right 
and best. 1 know that he will do all that a 
patriot, aided by the best light he has, may 
do. Himself risen by his own exertions 
from the people to the highest place in hi* 
State, in spite of all the opposition and ri- 
vally of the aristocratic power of slavery, 
not by accident, but by the slow degrees of 
successful endeavors, in a State, too, where 
there was no dearth of strong men; with a 
loyalty to the I'niou which shone out with 
a brightness that made him the man ot 
men South, and shamed thousands North; 
the President surely can be trusted, at least 
for the time being, to experiment upon re-

Such a bodge- podge of vanity, impudence 
and lies one does not often get hold of as 
Mrs. Hardinge and G. A. Sala have man- 
aged to put out in the volnme entitled 
"Belle Boyd in Camp and Prison " How 
she insulted Butler; how she shot a soldier 
who insulted her and her mothei; how she 
went through the Federal lines, with bul- 
lets showered about her, to carry Stonewall 
Jackson the news which was to thwart 
Banks and Fremont; how she did this, that 
and the other, are told in a way which 
brings her before the street as a very nude, 
vulgar and painted "French Spy" appears 
sometimes before an applauding pit. Here 
is her account of how a prisoner is treated 
in a prison at Washingtou: 

"You may doubtless somewhere have 
read of the prisoner who was tortured by 
being fastened in an immovable position 
beneath a faucet that permitted to escape 
every second one drop of water, which lell 
alwuys in one spot upon the forehead, pro- 
ducing the most fearful torture, resulting 
eventually in insanity. Well, although it 
was not exactly the same thing, nevertheless 
it approached it very nearly. For in this 
instance the victim was made to stand, 
bound securely to a post, while a steady 
stream of water, whose force was thirty 
pounds to au inch square, was played 
upon the small of the back ! It 
was often the case that the victim, unable 
to endure the torture, would, guilty or not, 
give in; and the consequence was, that the 
authorities, ha vine witnessed the acknowl- 
edgment of his crime, v/ould remand him, 
in an exhausted state, back to the Hall, to 
be led out to execution, or conducted to the 
Penitentiary, to which he would be sen- 
tenced for a life-time." And though his 
rebel spy in petticoats is, through the clem- 
ency of our Government, here in England 
to write such stuff, there are papers here 
which take in all this, and conclude that 
the Federal Government iutimates the 
pressyard of Newgate a century ago! The 
preface of Sala tells us how the nobility of 
kngland showered Belle Boyd with favors, 
when it was known that she was here. It 
also tells us that this heroine is possessed of 
important secrets and scandals involving 
the chief authorities of Washington, to be 
disclosed in due time. An engraved pho- 
tograph of Belle is in the book. Tho sun 
aud the engraver did not deaf as tenderly 
as Sala and herself with Belle's features, 
for she is decidedly ugly. The Saturday 
Review, which is delighted with her book, 
has yet conscience enough to say: "If we 
are to go by the standard of beauty implied 
in the nabitual praise of the press, not to 
-peak of hiutB indirectly supplied by her 
own narrative, we may be sure that no rav- 
ages of prison life and fare have been half 
so detrimental to the cfflgitM of the fair cap- 
tive as the arts of the photographer and the 
engraver."— [Lon.

We have been furnished wilh the follow- 
ing interesting letter for publication : 

Offkb ((i-artkrmamek :14ih Indiana, 
Brazo- Santiago, Texas, May 17. — I am 
pained to write you iu our present t-u-cum- 
-laiiees. 'Tis but a few dayssince our regi- 
ment was cut to pieces under circumstances 
that were truly horrifying. This post is 
commanded by the colonel of a colored reg- 
iment, and wishing to establish for himself 
some notoriety before the war closed, be 
started a colored regiment to Brownsville, 
on the Rio Grande, in direct violation ot 
orders from headquarters. They met tlxj 
enemy aud had to fall back, and on the 
night of the 12th our regiment was ordered 
to reinforce them. After marching till day- 
light we met the enemv — all cavalry. The 
colonel commanding ordered us to press 
them steadily. The cavalry fell back slow- 
1}'. Our colonel suspected that as we hail 
neither artillery nor cavalry that we were 
being drawn into I trap. Still the com- 
manding officer ordered us onward- After 
advancing some twentv miles the rebel in- 
fantry ami artillery opened upon us, while 
the cavalry, heretofore in sight, was no- 
where visible. 

The rebels were five to our one. Their 
artillery poured into our ranks a destruc- 
tive lire. An order was given to retreat 
double-quick— the worst time iu the world 
for such an order— but the men, who were 
much cooler than their commander, fell 
back steadily, keeping up a heavy lire. 
Our skirmishers, having no orders to fall 
back, were all either killed or captured. 
After we had retreated three miles, the 
rebel cavalry made its appearance in our 
rear, cutting us completely off. The men 
were not loug in massiug aud cutting their 
way through, but the rebel artillery playeti 
upon them terribly. This was repeated 
.-everal times, our soldiers fighting desper- 
ately. The day was h t and the fire was 
h .tter. At last the rebels got a cavalry re- 
inforcement, and made a fine charge upon 
us. We were now close to the river, and 
many rushed to the water for safety. Some 
were shot in the river. The color guards 
were all shot down but the sergeant. He 
tore the colors from the staff, and also the 
banner, tied the flag around his own body, 
and leat-ed into the river. A soldier took j word 
the banner and followed his example. The 
latter escaped, but the sergeant was shot 
and sank to the bottom. The rebels got 
his body the next day and took off the flag. 

Of three hundred men started out in the 
morning only eighty escaped, and most of 
these by swimming to the Mexican shoie. 
It was the most abominable affair that I 
ever knew of. The commandant of the 
post had asked permission of department 
ueadquarters to make a demonstration, but 
was flatly refused. He took the responsi- 
bility of making one, and is now under ar- 
rest." our men who were taken prisoners 
came in to-day, paroled. They say they 
were well treated, and that the rebel gener- 
al told oue of our captains that if the white 
regiment had come up alone they would 
have surrendered to us, but that they would 
never surrender to niggers. They said thej' 
believed the war was played out, but 
thought this a good opportunity to give us 
a whipping. Many of our men would not 
surrender, but were shot down. The rebel 
adjutant said he was sorry to see it but 
could not help it. 

Two of the rebel officers came into camp 
with our men. They were full of fun, and 
said they would all be friends soon, as they 
intended to surrender to go home. The 
French helped them. We took a few pris- 
oners in the morning, and most of them 
were Maximilian's French soldiers. It is 
to be hoped that he will get his fill of light- 
ing I nited States trooiis. We can prove 
that our men were fired on by the French j other gentlei 
from the Mexican shore, and that they sent [ of thirty-fiv 
ammunition over to the rebels. There was 
a company of Texans, made up mostly of 
deserters from the rebels. As fast as ihey 
were captuied they were shot down. Neith- 
er would the deserters surrender, for they 
knew it would be death, and so died fight- 
ing.

One day, after a long ride in the hot sun, he 
stopped at the house of a friend who pro- 
posed making him a lemonade.

OCR STREET RAILWAY. 

Eds. Press: "Truth," in an article in 
yesterday's issue of your paper, attempts to 
prove that the crescent rail is an approved 
rail. It may be so for the City Railway 
Company, for its cost is much less than the 
tram rail; but how is it with the citizens 
who desire to use the streets for drays, wag- 
ons, 6x.7 

The tram rail is the one wanted by the 
citizens not interested in the stock of the 
street railways— it is the one contemplated 
by the contract. No company could have 
obtained peruiisMon to put down a railwav 
in our streets if it had stated its intentiou 
to use any other. 

I am in favor of the Street Railway Com- 
pany having the full measure of its rights 
and of being dealt liberally with, but it 
must deal fairly with our citizens, by com- 
ing honestly and squarely up to its con- 
tract; let it keep the streets along the line 
of the roud in such condition that vehicles 
can cross without having to pull up against 
six in •!:<•- of rail, us is now the case in the 
upner part of the city.

The language of the 
contract is simply "the most approved 
rail." It is obviously, a slightly loose ex- 
pression. And like many another phrase 
in legal documents commits the inquirer 
into its meaning, to the history of the docu- 
ment. We have not explored that history 
and can throw no light on the subject. But 
the only way in which the tram rail can be 
less obstruction to ordinary travel than the 
crescent, is by furnishing an iron truck for 
the wheels of ordinary vehicles to run on. 
This advantage amounts to little or noth- 
ing, unless the guage of the road tits the 
width of ordinary carriages, so tbut the 
wheels on both sides can be upon the track 
at once. Such is not the cate in this city. 
The railways are narrower than uny car- 
riages in town. It would seem therefore 
that the facility of crossing the track at any 
and every angle, was the main thing to be 
considered in the question of "obstruction 
to travel." And certainly if anj' difference 
exists in this respect, it is in favor of the 
eresortit rail. The writer of the above is a 
prominent citizen, a thoroughly earnest and 
public spirited man, and above any sordid 
personal, jealous or even whimsical mo- 
tive for his strictures.

UMCOEJI 
MEDAL IX PARIS. 

It is understood that the French Govern- 
recently addressed our own on 
the Mexican question, avowing with much 
explicitness and vigor its determination to 
Max. in Mexico at all hazards. A 
writer says, in connection with 
this, that to soften this energetic missive to 
President Johnson, the prohibition against 
the "Lincoln subscription medal" has been 
removed. The following paragraph occurs 
in the Constitutionnel : 

Several journals have spoken of a seizure 
effected at the house of M. Rigollet, of Chau- 
vigny (Viennej, on the occasion of u sub- 
scription list being opened lor a medal in 
honor of Mr. Lincoln. This seizure occurred 
solely in consequence of an application of 
the regulations concerning hawking, re- 
quiring a previous authorization, which 
had not been demanded. But the Admin- 
istration have now given orders that the 
subscription to the medal of Mr. Lincoln 
shall meet no hindrance. The Government 
of the Emperor, whose seutiments were 
manifested in so signal a manner on the 
occasion ot" the crime committed against 
the President of the United States, could 
not but leave the most complete liberty to 
such a manifestation.

Speech of Gov. Bramlette. 



His Views on the Constitutional 
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The meeting at the Court House la9t night 
was not as largely attended as it should 
have been to hear Gov. Bramlette, probably 
owing to the fact that it was not given pub- 
licity enough. There was, however, quite 
a large crowd iu attendance. The Gover- 
nor made one of the most powerful and 
convincing speeches we have ever listened 
to. We give below an imperfect report of 
some of the points of his speech: 

The Governor said he made a promise to 
address the people of Louisville at an early- 
day several weeks since, aud he was pre- 
sent to fulfill that promise.

of the most terrible civil wars that ever alllic 
ted the race of man. Such a war as uever 
before shook the foundations of human so- 
ciety. Brother was arrayed against broth- 
er, father against son, in the dire conflict of 
battle. Four years of storm have swept 
over our beloved country— fields have been 
laid waste, houses desolated, and cilieslaid 
in miiis— causing mourning in every fami- 
Iv in the land. Blessed as our people were 
with a free Government— the freest on 
earth -it must have been a fearful cause of 
struggle to pn.. luce such a war. It must 
have been a fearful cause that precipitated 
this countr y into such a civil war as we 
have just passed through. An evil of this 
character has been in our midst. Ami 
what has betnthis evil, or this cause? II 
it can be eradicated, should it not be? Some 
say it is slavery. Slavery was not a cause, 
but a means to an end. The cause origina- 
ted in the evil disnositions and minds of a 
class of men called demagogues— selfish 
men who played upon the passions of the 
people to promote their own selfish in- 
terest*. 

This thing developed itself in the early- 
history of our country, begetting a spirit of 
sectionalism. These demagogues had In 
have an instrument. In looking about for 
that instrument, slavery was hit upon. 
Slavery was seized upon by men in the 
North, to elevate themselves to power, and 
by men in the South for a like purpose. It 
became, finally, that none but the strongest 
pro slavery men in the South, aud the 
strongest anti-slavery men in the North 
could be elected to positions of distinction 
and honor. A man's soundness on (his 
question, in the North or South, accordiim 
as slavery was regarded, was the test of his 
fitness for office. Slavery was the instru- 
m -lit, not only in the bands of men in the 
North but in the South to array the people 
in sectional conflict. This state of thing* 
finally culminated in war. And slavery, 
by the fact of its being made the instru- 
ment of bringing about rebellion, has for- 
feited its existence. The struggle which 
has been swept over the laud, has ac- 
complished some great facts which we are 
bound to recognize and accept. One of 
these facts is the establishment of the 
perpetuity of the Union. It is one of the ac- 
complished facts. The rebellion has gone 
down, and the Union has gone up. The 
stars of the Union ta?am as brightly from 
their azure field as do those in the firma- 
ment. Another fact accomplished — Slavery 
li t* ceased to exist. Whether we want it 
or not, such is the fact, and it is foolish to 
dispute about it. It is the effect of the war. 
It is needless to inquire now who are re- 
sponsible -we mu*t acknowledge the fact, 
and accept it as a base of our action. Ken- 
tucky has been a loyal State. Seventy-live 
thousand of her sons who have gone forth 
to do battle for their country, attest this. 
Therefore, say some men, Kentucky should 
not be dealt with as other States that have 
been in rebellion. She is not. It is no 
louger a question whether slavery will con- 
tinue. We are past that. We are past the 
point that any man can be an abolitionist — 
abolition is accomplished. Kentucky h 
the only loyal Stale iu the Union where 
slavery exists to-day, in form. It has been 
abolished iu Missouri and Maryland by the 
n tion (it the people of those States. U the 
Federal powers were entirely withdrawn 
from Kentucky to-day, the institution could 
not be saved in this State. The fugitive 
slave law has been repealed, and slavery 
has been abolished in all the States 
around ua. 

If slavery were to be continued in the 
other States in the South, and not in those 
conterminous .with Kentucky, Slavery 
could not be preserved in this State. We 
w ill have to com form the law to the exist- 
ing facts. The people of the States that 
have been in rebellion regard slavery as 
having baeu staked on the issue of the re 
bellion, and as the rebellion did not suc- 
ceed, Ihey are willing and expect to give it 
up. There is no human art that can save 
slavery iu this Slate. All admit that it is 
dead. Uven if desirable to keep it, it would 
be impossible now. If that be admitted, 
what are we to do? There are but four 
modes by which we can do away with 
slavery in this State. The first is by eman- 
cipation, which the people are uot iu favor 
at. The secoud mode is by amending our 
State Coustituiiou, which would involve the 
ne<'essity of twice submitting it to a vote of 
the people by the Legislature, and then the 
calling of a Convention, requiring about 
seven years time to accomplish it. Another 
mode is that of calling a National Conven- 
tion by Congress on application of the Leg- 
islatures of two-thirds of the States to pro- 
pose an amendment to the Constitution, 
which must then be submitted to the Legis- 
latures for ratification. 

The one remaing mode, the one now pro- 
posed, is for Congress to propose au amend- 
ment U> the Constitution, and submit it to 
the Legislatures of the States, and when 
three-fourths ratify it it becomes a part of the 
Oom itutiou. This accomplishes precisely 
whut the others would, aud does not involve 
the delay that the others do. Why not ac- 
cept this liKKie? As sensible, practicable 
people why not adopt this speediest and best 
mode to get rid of uu institution, which, it 
is admitted on all hands as inevitablv 
doomed iu this State? Some say thev don't 
object to the first clause of the amendmeut, 
but do object to the second. They say they 
expect slavery to be alx)lished, but the sec- 
ond clause goes farther than that. Thev 
think they see in it negro equality; they 
think it is intended to confer on Congress the 
power of extending to the cotored race po- 
litical righu*. Now, the Governor said, 
(his second clause is so plaiu, simple and 
direct that it is difficult to conceive how. 
men can differ as to its purpose. The first 
clause leads, "neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude s jail hereafter exist within 
the limits of the United States or in territory- 
subject to its jurisdiction." This recog- 
nizes slavery as "dead, and declares simply 
that it shall not exist hereafter. The secoud 
clause declares that Congress shall have 
power to enforce this provision by appro- 
priate legislation. Now, if I thought any 
honest man believed the clause was intend- 
ed to confer upon Congress the power to 
extend political rights to negroes, I would 
take Borne pains to convince him of his er- 
ror. It is a mere scare-crow. The man 
who say that that is the intention of this 
secoud clause are of the same class ol men 
who cried out against coercion in the be- 
ginning of the war. This clause simply 
provides for the enforcement of the provis- 
ion abolishing slavery, a power which Con- 
gress would nave without even this second 
clause. 

Some people are terribly frightened about 
negro equality. The Governor said he had 
no uneasiuess on that subject himself. 
They may have ground for apprehensions 
for themselves. Society regulates the rela- 
tions of people, not law. Men are drawu 
together by their affinities. He believed 
the while race was superior, and had no 
sympathy for men who endeavor to elevate 
inferior races to an equality. That princi- 
ple can never obtain in this' country. Other 
objections have been urged against the 
amendment. The strongest, in nis judg- 
ment, was that urged by Mr. Pendleton in 
Congress, which has been rehashed in va- 
rious forms. It is that the amendment vio- 
lates the spirit of the Constitution, by vio- 
lating the reserved rights of the States— by 
infringing upon the looal institutions of the 
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things have changed. By the rebellion, 
which involved slavery iu its fate, the in- 
stitution was taken beyond the protection 
of the local law; it became a national ques> 
tion. The issue was, if slavery lived the 
Government must go down. Slavery was 
staked on the issue of the conflict. And 
when the rebellion, with which it was iden- 
tified, was put down, it was right that the 
people of the country should demand that 
ft be done away with. After so much sa- 
crifice it is right that the people of the 
country should say it must die. Those who 
oppose it appeal to the pride of the people, 
and ask if they intend to vote away other 
people's property. Keutuckians have no 
interest in slavery, and never had; but 
they have always had manly pride about 
them, and have always maintained good 
faith in relation to slavery. They have given 
up the best of the lands to be occupied by 
slaveholders and cultivated by slaves, 
while they, the white laboring men, have 
been driven to poorer and less productive 
regions. The laboring classes have no in- 
terest in slavery, and never did have in 
Kentucky. The two interests are antag- 
onistic. 

If it be admitted, as it is, that slavery is 
inevitably doomed to destruction, what do 
the men who oppose the amendment hope 
to gain by continued opposition? Why hold 
oui? They are actuated by no hopa of suc- 
cess; it is nothing but the factious spirit 
of opposition— opposition to the Gov- 
ernment. There may be something else 
in it. The wooley hors» is about play- 
ed out; but there are some who 
want to ride him still one more race. They 
hope to ride into office once more on him. 
Nothing can be accomplished by this oppo- 
sition. They can have no other object than 
office, or simply opposition to the Govern- 
ment. It is dangerous to follow these men. 
Thev will lead the people, just where 
they were four years ugo, against the 
Government. This is oue of the evils 
lo which I referred as growing out' 
of the spirit of sectioualism. This op- 
position is to strengthen this sectionalism, 
f hey say the people of the North want to 
establish negro equality. Web, if they 
should, will they submit to it, or resist? 
The tendency of this course is to rebellion. 

The Governor showed very conclusively 
that slaveholders have had possession of 
the richest and most productive portions ol 
the State, while the laboring classes have 
been driven to occupy ana cultivate the 
poorer lands. This fact is well establish- 
ed, and generally known. He usked why 
this state of things existed in Kenttn-ky. 
Why is it that the rich slaveholders held 
rich counties, and the laboring men are 
driven to the poorer regions. What other 
cause tbau thai the white man has not had 
a fair chance. Poor men cannot go into 
these rich counties because they are 
occupied by a different class of la- 
bor. And what has been the effect of 
it ? These poorer classes have 
not had half a chance. They have given 
up the richest and most productive regions 
of the State to slave 1 1 1 »>r: and even iu the 
poorer counties the few slaveholders that 
are there occupy the best portion of the 
lands, and the poor men the worst. Every- 
where this is io be noticed. But now the 
people are exonerated Xoiu giviug protec- 
tion to an institution which has been de- 
stroyed as the effect of rebellion. The 
white people of the State should now take 
possession of and occupy these rich lands. 

Another effect of this state of things, is to 
drive large numbers of thrifty, hardy son* 
from th^ State. Poor young men feel that 
labor in Kentucky is degrading, and pack 
up aud go West where there is a different 
order of things. Keutuckians are fouud 
everywhere. Instead of retaining them 
here, we have been rearing them up to 
people of the great free West. He was in 
favor of retaining them here, aud letting 
lb* negroes go. Kentucky soil will here- 
after be tilled by while men — her own 
hardy sons — who will enjoy the benefits oi 
her rich lauds. 

The Governor said every consideration 
of interest and policy urge the people of Ken- 
tucky to elect men to the Legislature at the 
coming election, who are in favor of 
ratifying the Constitutional Ameudment. 
Labor is now entirely disorganized. Labor 
can not be organized until we get rid of 
slavery. How long do the people want this 
state of th:ngs to continue? We must either 
establish slavery attain on a firm basis, or 
get rid of it altogether. Il is impossible to 
re-establish slavery — that is generally ad- 
mitted. Do the people prefer to hold on U> 
slavery till it dies a lingering death? 
We should take a sensible view of 
matter. Upon any otbe question the 
people of Kentucky would take a 
sensible, common sense view of the mater, 
and act accordingly; but the prejudices 
rooted iu the minds of the people in favor 
of slavery are hard to overcome. A great 
many are very much afraid of being called 
abolitionists. " But its too late for that now. 
Yon can't abolish slavery now— we can 
simply get rid of the wreck. The secession- 
ists have accomplished what abolitionists 
tailed to do, they are the practical aboli- 
tionists. We only accept the state ol things 
which they have brought about. Aboli- 
tionists and secessionists are alike done 
away with by the abolition of slavery. 

The Governor spoke over two hours, and 
was listened to with the greatest interest 
and attention by the audience.

Gen. Meade's Farewell Address. 

Washington, June 2S». — The farewell 
order of Gen. Meade is published. It is as 
follows: 

"Headquarters Army of the Potomac, 
/mm 2°, 1805— Soldiers: This day two years 
ago I assumed command of you under or- 
ders from the President of the United 
States; to-day, by virtue of the same au- 
thority, the army ceases to exist. I have 
announce my transfer to other duties, and 
my separation from you. It is unnecessary 
o enumerate all that has occurred iu these 
eventful years, from the&rand and decisive 
battle ot Gettysburg, the turning point oi 
the war, to the surrender of the Army of 
Northern Virginia at Appomatox Court 
House. Suffice it to say that history will 
do you justice, a grateful country will 
honor the living, cherish the disabled, and 
sincerely mourn the dead. 

" In parting from you your commanding 
General will ever bear in memory your no- 
ble devotion to your country, your patience 
aud cheerfulness under ail the privations 
aud sacrifices you have been called on to 
endure. 

"Soldiers — Having accomplished the 
work set before us, having vindicated the 
honor and integrity of our Government and 
nag, let us return thanks to Almighty God 
for his blessing in granting us victory and 
peace, and let us earnestly pray for strength 
and light to discharge our duties as cit z- ns 
as we have endeavored to discharge 'hem 
as soldiors.

Among the accompanying papers is a list 
of Federal prisoners received at Auderson- 
ville which totals 17,524; of these 413 tooa 
the oath to the rebels, doubtless to pre- 
serve themselves from starvation. Six of 
the prisoners were tried by the Provost 
Marshal and executed within the stockade, 
in one day. The total number of deaths 
was 12,886. The highest number of deaths 
in one single day, the 23d of August, was

ers confined at Audersonville from Feb. 26, 
1H64 to March 34, 1865.

The head-boards to many of the graves 
previously placed, were in many cases 
bliterated, rendering identification almost 
mpoesible. 

Great irregularity exists in complying 
with tbe legal forms of oaths of amnesty 
and allegiance. ( )ne hundred and nineteen 
were received in tbe State Department to- 
day, containing vital omissions. In a large 
proportion of cases, the residence of the per- 
so&s were wholly omitted.

It is understood that the Government is 
making arrangements to send to Atlanta a 
sufficient quantity of supplies to relieve the 
necessities of the people in that section, 
who for some time past have been reduced 
to tbe last extremities by famine. 

The feeling of the representatives of the 
people of South Carolina now in Washing- 
ton in regard to the enfranchisement of the 
blacks may be seen by the following re- 
mark of a prominent member of that dele- 
gation, in reply to the question propounded 
by the writer as to what course the people 
ol South Carolina would pursue in case the 
extension of the right of suffrage to the 
blacks should be required by Congress. 

He said : "Under no circ umstances will 
the native-born cit'zens of South Carolina 
ever allow the negro to vote in that State ; 
we will not tolerate sncb legislation." 

The line ot executive policy as alluded 
to by tbe President in conference with the 
South Carolina delegation, relative to the 
extension of tbe elective privilege to the 
colored freedmen, has awakened the city 
journals to a free discussion of this import- 
ant issue. The Chronicle, which is gener- 
ally regarded as the exponent of the Ad- 
ministration policy, characterizes it as de- 
lusive to expect Congressand tbe Executive 
to do that for tbe colorea freedmen of the 
South, which the people of the North have 
failed or refused to do for the better trained 
or more experienced free colored men in 
their section. It seems to be understood 
that the Supreme Court Judgeship, made 
vacant by the death of Justice Catron, lies 
between Horace Maynard, of Tennessee, 
and Judge Durrell, of Louisiana.

dav we alluded to a new boat about to be 
built for the Ohio and Mississippi Irans- 
nortation Company, to ply between this 
city and Cincinnati in the People's Line as 
a fast passenger packet. The new craft Is 
to be of the Germaine model, the invention 
of Mr. Germaine, of Buffalo, New York, 
we believe. He is a scientific gentleman, 
but the practical utility of his model on 
our Western, shallow, waters is very much 
questioned. .The foPowiug are tbe pro- 
posed dimensions, and power of tbe con- 
templated boat: 

"It will be 885 feet long, 42 feet beam, 
with 7 feet hold. The machinery to consist 
of 7 five-fiue boilers, the cylindres 34 inches 
in diameter, with 9 feet lenght of stroke. 
The water-wheels are to be 3tf feet in diam- 
eter, with 17 feet length ot bucket." 

These proportions are too large for the 
Ohio river trade, or rather the boat to be 
useful and handy should not be over 300 
feet in extreme length. We believe it is 
claimed for the new model that it is easier 
of propulsion, aud that a higher rate of 
speed will be attained hy a boat thus mod- 
elled than by the boats now plying the 
western rivf rs. A rate of speed, equal to 15 
miles an hour against the current, is claim- 
ed for the new craft. That is a higher av- 
erage rate of speed than has ever yet been 
attained on the Western waters, and it would 
enable tbe boat to make the trip from New 
Orleans to this port in laM than four days. 

Twenty years ago boats were plying our 
rivers that made moro than fifteeu miles an 
hour against the current of the Mississippi. 
We cafl to mind two of those boats— tbe J. 
M. White and Peytona, the latter the fast- 
est boat on the western waters, though she 
never made a trip to Louisville iu four 
days, but five. She on a short trial of 
speed up the Mississippi ran 10ri miles an 
hour, for four hours together, and passed 
the "wild Missouri" under way at the time, 
with ease. 

' We cite this to remind Mr. Germaine that 
"fifteen miles an hour" is no marvel on our 
waters, but fast boats were not profitable. 
Fuel or wood bills were not as heavy as 
now, as wood was purchased at from 75c to 
91 50 per cord, and coal at 5 to 7c per bush- 
el. Prices now are fully four hundred per 
cent, higher, having been gradually en- 
hanced. Our Western boatmen have since 
built their boats to suit the river and the 
times, and the motto of most of them was 
to get a boat to carry well and burn as little 
fuel as possible. 

Now, the new style, or Germaine model, 
is represented as a great improvement, 
easier to propel, lighter draught, and yet it 
will be seen by referring to the size of the 
engines and boilers that she is to have vast- 
ly nora power than any boat ever built on 
the Western waters, save the Eclipse. That 
alone, we think, upsets the whole theorj'. 
If this style of model is better than the 
models of our boats, why apportion such 
immense power? There is not a boat build- 
er around the fall* who will not guarantee 
to build a boat of similar dimensions and 
power to the above, to surpass her in both 
speed and usefuluess.
